60 at least it is reported, the manufac- 
tured article, and the discovery has been 
made at the Bulk Pass mines in New 
South Wales 
The coal measure at this 


particular point covers an area of 550 
acres and is sis feet in thickness 


Tho upper half of the seam, it is in- 


teresting to note, differs but little from 
the ordinary Australian coals, while the 
lower portion of tho measure is natural 
coke The junction of the coal and coke 
is clearly defined and distinctly trace- 
able all through the workings A pecul- 
iarity about this natural coke is that it 
is slightly heavier than the ordinary 
manufactured article and contains 
gi eater percentage of fixed carbon, but 
a much smaller quantity of ash and a 
lower percentage of sxilphur 
This nat- 


ural coke, it 13 gratifying to learn, burns 


ithout smoke and can bo mined for 


much less thin the cost of manufactured

The terrible mine calamity in Belgium 


has brought to public attention tbe fact 
that many women are engnged in min- 
ing. They are employed because they 
are more docile than men and work far 
lower wages. They are engaged nt any 
age from 14 to 60 rears, and often moth- 
ers enter mines with infanta stropped to 
theii backs. While they work their in- 
tents are laid near them. The iHerugo 
wages of these urfiiinres is about M 
cents ot our money for twelve hours work. 


These facts ought to make an Ameri- 


can feel proud of his country and ought 
to shut the mouths ot the demsgogues 
who claim that labor is aa well paid and 
as honorable in Europe as in this coun- 
try, 
Necessity brings women to th» 


performance of the moat menial and toil- 
some labor in Europe. Nemuity forces 
both men and women in these foreign 
countries to work at low wages, and whee 
men In this country, with a view of cre- 
ating H sentiment in favor of tree trade, 
Ull as that a day's labor anywhere in 
Europe buys as many ot tbe necessities 
and comforts of life as here, they are 
either presuming upon the ignorance of 
oar people or are thsmselvee ignorant. 
The same coal that is minsd by these 
women and other miners at less than 
SO cents a day waa sold 
in

English market a few weeks ago at n 
prioe which would require the laborer to 
to labor many days to boy a ton ot this 
product of their labor. Under snoh con- 
ditions labor oannot b* reapeotable. In 
this country labor is respectable and the 
laborer respected; and no class ot men 
have ever attempted the degradation of 
labor or the man who performs it but, the 
freetraders. Free trade and degraded 
labor go together, and ths free traders 
ot this country recognised that

•way back in the days ot slavery. 


In 1883 Representative George Mo-

any special act in relation to free schools, 
there is elected, instead of directors, a 
Board of Education, whioh shall consist 
of a president and six members. The 
president shall be elected annually, and 
shall hold his office for the term of one 
year. The annual election ot the Board 
of Education shall be on the third Sat- 
urday of April, when one-third cf the 
members shall be elected for the term of 
three years. 
The above mentioned elections are 


held under the general school laws of 
Illinois; but in many of the incorporated 
cities and villages, school boards are 
either appointed by the mayor, with the 
advice and consent of the council, or are 
elected under some special not, when the 
number of members and the time of 
eleotion may differ from the provisions of 
the general school law. Yours may be of 
these classes; it so you muet ascertain 
the fact, and be governed accordingly. 
If school officers are elected in your 
township or district you have a right to 
vote for them 
Any woman twenty-one years of age, 


resident of the state, and having the 
proper qualifications, is eligible to any 
office of School Directors, members of 
Board of Education, Township Trustee, 
State or County Superintendent, or Re- 
gent, 


A woman must be a citizen of the 


United States, a resident of the State one 
year, of the county ninety days, of the 
township or school district thirty days. 


Women must he a citizen of the Doited 


States before they oan vote. All women 
born in the United States are citizens. 
All woman who were born in a foreign 
country, and -whose tattlers had been 
nnturnliz^d before they became of age, 
are citizens.

KILLED AT HIS POST. 


A Bravo Deputy Sheriff Shot 


While Defending a Prisoner. 


THE LiTTER TAKEH OOT AND HAHGED. 


Eleven of the Lynchera Recognized, 


and £ Large Posse Gone in Pur- 


suit—The Country Wild With 


Excitement. 


OZAHK, Mo., March 15.—About II 


o'clock Saturday night seventy r.rmed 
and masked men rode into the little 
town of Forsyth, Mo., went to the jail 
and demanded the body of John Bright, 
the man who murdered his wife in 
Taney county on Sunday of last week. 
Bright had been captured some days 
before nnd on 
last Saturday was 


takeu to Forsyth to have his pre- 
liminary examination. He was bound 
over to await the action of the grand 
jury and waa locked up in the Forsyth 
jail, a very inferior structure. About 
dark a rumor came into town that 
mob of men waa being organized in tbe 
country to come into town and hang 
Bright. When the sheriff heard this 
he placed a guard around the jail 
consisting of some six or seven men. 
Among them wns James Williams, the 
acting deputy sheriff. 
When the de- 


mand of tho mob was made for Bright's 
surrender all the guards ran except 
Williams 
He refused to let the mob 


come near the jail, anil said he would 
kill the first man that made any at- 
tempt to take his prisoner out. 


About this time n man who stood be- 


hind Williams drew his pistol and shot 
Williams through the head, killi:i£ him 
instantly. At tbe firing of tl\i» pistol 
the rest of the mob came running- into 
town, and rushing over Williams' dead 
body, went at the jail with a sledge- 
hammer. They broke tho doors down 
and took Bright out of jail. 


They threw a rope around his neck, 


placed him on a horse and started our 
of town with him. 


About half a mile from Forsjth they 


Imng-ed him to a tree and rode off at 
once, allowing him to hang until day- 
light, wlieu he was cut down and taken 
back to Forsyth.
